After receiving advance publicity in Ohio newspapers, a Klan 
rally was held 5/28-31/65 in Warren County, Ohio, sponsored by the Ohio 
members of the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The alleged 
purpose was to gain publicity for Klan recruitment. It was approximated 
that 250 to 300 persons were in attendance, a large percentage of whom 
were described as curiosity observers and newspaper representatives. Ibe 
Warren County Sheriff's Office, which afforded rally full 24 hour 
coverage, escorted several Antioch College^'students from the locale when 
a scuffle ensued between Klan people and students. 

According to sources, James Venable, leader of the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, was in attendance. This Klan is 
headquartered in Tucker, Georgia, and has a membership of approximately 
50. Venable, has been active in<-rccent weeks attempting to coordinate 
various Klan groups under one leadership. Hie Ohio Chapter, according 
to our sources, is small in numbers having approximately 15 attending //

The meeting is being designated by the code name of the 
"El Dorado Project" in order not to call attention to the fact that 
the gathering is to be at Pine Bluff. The password for those 
attending the meeting will be "Arkla" and the response to this 
password will be "Tex". 

Two classes of people are to attend the meeting: 

Known and reliable members of the Klan groups who 
will all be robed and unidentified; 

Visitors who are regarded as sympathizers and who will 
be seated in a segregated or special place at the meeting. 

Armed guards are to be posted on the road leading to 
the meeting place and all persons attending the meeting will be 
identified and vouched for by guards and parties at the place of 
access. Any strangers regarded as unsympathic tempting to 
attend the meeting, such as Federal Bureau of Investigation agents 
or peace officers, or others, are to be detained until they are 
identified and a decision made as to what is to be done about them. 
No explanation or description was given as to just how this 
detention will take place and whether or not force will be used. 

All Klan members as indicated were to come to the meeting 
attired in robes and are not to speak to one another during the 
course of the meeting. A number of visitors regarded as sympath- 
izers are expected to attend from Hamburg, Arkansas. It was also 
indicated that many additional robes will be taken to Pine Bluff 
and these might be draped upon sticks of some sort to give the 
impression that there are more Klan people attending the meeting 
than actually come. 

Klan members from Shreveport also stated during the 
meeting of June 13, 1965, that they desired a similar demonstration 
in Louisiana in the near future. The place and time was not desig- 
nated. They desire to have the support of all Klan groups such as 
are going to attend the demonstration at Pine Bluff, Arkansas.

The 
meeting was presided over by VENABLE who was also the first 
speaker. He talked about the pending investigation of the 
Ku Klux Klan organizations by the House Committee on 
un-American Activities. He said he would furnish free legal 
advice to any klansman subpoenaed to testify before this 
Committee. VENABIE accused President JOHNSON of attempting 
to destroy the klan as well as all secret organizations and 
\irged all white people to Join together or the freedom 
of the American people will be destroyed. VENABLE denied 
the klan is a subversive organization but stated rather 
it is an organization for Christian Protestants.

included in the appendix of this report. This preacher 
made a fiery speech. He said there is only one answer to 
the klah's troubles today and that answer could best be 
described in the phrase "Praise the Lord and pass the 
ammunition." He said the time for talking has passed and 
the time for action is at hand. 


The second session of the two day meeting was 
a closed meeting and called to order on April 11 , 1965 ^ 
During this session a resolution was unanimously adopted . 
to Change the name of the organization from National Khights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc,, to Association of Klans in 
America. 

VENABIfi discussed the pending investigation by the 
House Committee on un-American Activities and said he would 
represent without fee any klansn|&n subpoenaed. He said no 
klhnsman should take the Fifth Amendment in testifying and 
the best answer to some questions would he a poor memory. 
Delegates were present from Louisiana, Ohio, South Carolina, 
Florida, and U,S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 
a characterization of which is included in the appendix of 
this report.

He warned every Klansraan to get out of the 
Ku Klux Kian and to Join a 'decent' society 
for the Klan was going to be investigated and 
destroyed. 


"Lyndon Johnson, we know that we are not a 
perfect organization. We have a few misfits Just 
as surely as there -has been a misfit recently 
elected President of the United States. We do 
not advocate murder in any form for any cause, yet 
you condemn an entire organization for the actions 
of a few and they have yet to be proven guilty. 
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We do not condemn everyone in the Democratic 
Party for your actions, l^rndon Johnson. 

"No, I^hdoh, you are wrong about the Ku' Klux 
Klan. You can no more destroy us than you can 
destroy the heavens or the oceans. Even with all 
your Ill-gotten and Ill-used Power, the Left 
Wlr% News, Media, the N.A.A.G.P,, C.O.R.E, and 
all of the other Communistic and Socialistic 
rabble rousers, we will survive. For while there 
is a flicker bf life in one. true Klansman, the 
Klan will never die.^ 

"It is you, I^ndon Johnson, that has turned his 
back on the white people of this country, not the 
Ku Klux Klan. It is you, I^ndon Johnson, who should 
join a 'decent' society. It was you, Lyndon 
Johnson, that expressed shock and anger when an 
agitator was killed in Alabama. You even 
telephoned your sympathy to her family. Yet 
when a White Law Officer is murdered by Niggers 
in Mississippi you did not see fit to mention 
it or telephone his widow. Were you not shocked 
and 'angered by this, Lyndon? Where is your 
sense of 'decency'? 

"So bring on yoiir investigations, Lyndon. 

We have nothing to fear, for we know that ours 
is a Just cause. Our fight is for Racial 
Integrity and Constitutional Government. Are 
we fighting for too much, Lyndon? The Klan 
will disband when every Communist and 
Integra tionlst is driven from our shores. We 
will fight with every means at our disposal, 
at the Ballot Box, in the Swamps, or in the Hills, 
if necessary, for we shall never surrender. THIS 
IS OUR ANSWER.'"

Sheriff NORMAN J. STUART, Sheriff of Medina County,

Twelve checkpoints were Jointly set up' by the Medina 
County Sheriff's Office and the Ohio State Highway Patrol at 
all access points leading into the meeting area. At these 
points, all cars entering the area were physically searched for 
weapons, as well as a screening of occupants to exclude the

possibility of admitting individuals who could be a cause of 
possible trouble . During the course of the two-day affair, 
some 25 weapons were confiscated. These weapons included 
revolvers, rifles, shotguns, baseball bats, knives, and a 
tear gas bomb. Approximately 300 law enforcement officers 
were on hand at the scene of the rally site and checkpoints 
during the two-day period.

arrangements were made to reinforce law enforcement officers 
present in case of the eruption of a riot. 


During the course of the day, ! [ Ohio 

organizer of /ihe NKKKK, took strong objection to the utiliza- 
tion of the checkpoints by the law enforcement agencies and 
was vehement that there was n o need f or such a procedure . 

However, it was pointed out tc ^ 1 that at that point a 

carbine and ammunition had already been confiscated as a result 
of the checkpoints. 


A vacant cement block restaurant on the! 


property 


was utilized as headquarters for the NKKKK rally, and above this 
structure flew a Confederate flag and a flag of the United States. 
This cement block structure was also set up to handle registra- 
tions for membership into the NKKKK. A wooden platform complete 
with a public address system was erected for speeches. 


During the morning and afternoon registration oh 
August 21, 1965^ there was no more than 50 or 60 individuals 
at the NKKKK site at any one time and the' peak' croWd at the 
night festivities is estimated at 500 people, although NKKKK 
officials estimated the crowd at between 3^000 and 5^000. 

NKKKK officials would reveal.no information as to' the number 
of individuals who registered for NKKKK membership. 

At about 8; 00 PM, August 21, 19^5 ^ a group of about 
25 pickets in five cars appeared in the vicinity of the NKKKK 
rally site. They identified themselves as the "Ohio Friends 
of MAE MALLORY Committee" and carried signs which head "The 
KKK Preaches a Super Race — As Hitler Did’, '’Klahsmen are 
American Nazis" and "I'm a Catholic, Can I Join?". These pickets

Pickets, as well as those in attendance at the NKKKK 
rally, were kept on opposite sides of U. S. Highway 42 by law 
enforcement officers.

He 
advised that all white Christians were invited to join the 
NKKKK: with the exception of those white people who owe their 
allegiance to powers in foreign lands, such as Catholics and 
Jews. Me noted that recent riots in Los Angeles, California, 
have added thousands of new Klan members to their rolls. He 
also noted that he was satisfied with the present rally, although 
he was disappointed by the roadblocks put up by the law enforce- 
ment agencies. He announced that the site would be opened on 
Sunday, August 22, 1965, for the sole purpose of registering 
new members into the NKKKK.

Chief SPERBER also noted that he has learned of an 
unconfirmed rumor that 2,000 Negroes from the Ford Motor 
Company, Brookpark, Ohio, will picket the rally, "Ehe Ford 
Motor Company was contacted, at which time it was learned 
that the Ford Motor Company employs approximately 8,000 
Negroes at their Brookpark plant j however, a Ford Company 
official doubted that any of these Negroes would picket the 
NKKKK rally. Inasmuch as they are working seven days a weekj 
work a considerable amount of overtime each day; and are 
very well off financially to participate in any such activity. 
This Ford Company official also noted that in the event there 
was such a plan, this would have come to the attention of 
the management through their company "sources.”

Chief SPERBER concluded that there was strong local 
opposition to the proposed NKKKK meeting and that legal 
action is presently contemplated by the Howard Johnson 
Restaurant Corporation to prevent the occurrence of this 
meeting.
